In a release from ARRL, they state that RTTY will continue 
to be the first digital mode used in the transmission schedule, and the frequencies used by 
W1AW for all it's digital transmissions will remain the same.

VANITY CALL SIGN FEE INCREASES AGAIN 


On August 11, the FCC announced that the cost of an Amateur Radio vanity call sign will 
increase $1.10, from $12.30 to $13.40. 


Now that notice of the increase has been published in the Federal Register, the increase 
will take effect in 30 days, September 10, 2009. 


The FCC is authorized by the Communications Act of 1934, As Amended, to collect 
vanity call sign fees to recover the costs associated with that program. The vanity call 
sign regulatory fee is payable not only when applying for a new vanity call sign, but also 
upon renewing a vanity call sign for a new 10 year term.
